Derivation of "Charivari." 


It is stated that this word is found in 


French in tho fourteenth century, and 
reference is made to Littre. I have no 
means of referring to Littre, but desire 
to indicate tho use of the words "chery 
feiro" by Qower. I give tho complete 
sentences from the prologue to the "Cou- 
fessio Amautis:"

The Ir.to Professor Henry Morley, in 


the "Carisbrooke" edition of the "Con- 
fossio Amautis" (1880, page 89), simply 
gives "charivari" ns the equivalent of 
"chery feire." Is this the form in which 
the expression occurs in early French? 
If so, it would seem that this puzzling 
word should yield its secret to persistent 
investigation on tho part of 
French 


scholars, though there are two words to 
trace instead of ouo.—Notes nnd Que- 
ries.

House, will be in control of the silver 
party and there will be no tai iff Iciri — 
lation without free coinage. Tho i-ry 
is "free silver and piotectioa," and v,e 
will hare both or neither. '-I am," said 
the Senator, '-a staunch protectionist, 
but I do not believe m a partial appli- 
cation of the theory. Colorado silver 
has as much right to be protected as 
Pennsylvania coal. All tariff legisla- 
tion will be blocked for the next ten 
years unless it is coupled with free 
coinage." 


Senator Jones says thf silver people 


want the issue made at once, as it is 
idle to dilly dally with this great ques- 
tion any longer. It id another irre- 
pressible conflict an JL. it must be fought 
to a finish sooner or later, tho sooner 
the better. 


The woolgrowers of Nevada are es- 


pecially interested in the lariff ques- 
tion, in fact their'a is the only industry 
of any consequence in the State that is 
affected by the existing tariff law. A 
majority oi tatm have been opposed to 
(he silver men, doubtless through a 
jaisap^rebeuMon of the position \\hich 
they occupy on iho tariff question. 
i'hcy must now see that any change in 
the present tariff that will benefit 
their industry must bo secured v.ith 
the rotes of tho silver men. Teller, 
and other silver liepubiicans, and the 
Populists signify their willingness to 
support the Dingley bill if it is coupled 
with a free coinage measure. 
The 


Eastern Kepublieans will not huvo free 
coinage upon any terms, ani as the 
silver Republicans and Populists will 
not vote for a tariff bill without free 
coinage theie will bo no change in tne 
tariff laws at this session nor for years 
to come udless tho next House of P.ep- 
resentatives is for silver as .veil us 
tariff, and tho ue.\t President will t-ign 
a bill embodying both principles. 


In a full Senate to-day thera arc 90 


Senators, but as there is a vacancy 
from Delaware, taere are 
only 89. 


There are 44 Kepublicans,uD Dcinrviats, 
and 6Populists. 
Several Kepublicans 


refuse to vote for a. tariff bill without 
free coinage and the large majority of 
Kepublicans refuse to vote for free 
coinage and tariff.

who understands the situation, says 
there will be no tariff legislation v.ith- 
out free coinage at this session or the 
next.

That the Examiner has been fighting 


the railroad company and funding bill 
with all its raight no one who reads tho 
paper doubts, and the question which 
particularly concerns the public at the 
present time is not what the Examiner 
did a few years ago, but is it right now ? 
Should the railroad indebtedness to 
the Government bo funded and fifty or 
a hundred years given the railroad 
company to pay the debt, or should the 
Government insist on tlio payment of 
the debt, principal and interest, as the 
bonds mature, and in default of pay- 
ment take possession of tne roads aud 
run them in the interest of the public ? 
All European nations, with the excep- 
tion of England, own their roads wholly 
or in part. Probably a large majority 
of the people of this Coast favor Gov- 
ernment ownership, but Congress evi- 
dently does not and Congress has the 
say in the matter.

7th to the 14th of March. 


In the Mississippi valleys destructive 


frosts will occur unusually fur south- 
ward about the 8th to the llth, and all 
tender plants should be protected as 
far as possible. Early fruits und vege- 
tables in Northern States will probably 
suffer from those frostt?, as the weather 
following March 27th will probably 
cause a rapid development of buds and 
blooms. 


Where it is possible these fahould be 


covered in order to protect them, or 
flres should be kindled. In most parts 
of the Southern States gardeners and 
fruit growers understand 
the great 


advantages of flies to protect fruit and 
vegetables from frosts, but in the North 
this is little understood. 


It is not the heat but the smoke from 


these flres that protects from the frosts. 
The smoko hangs over the lands like a 
fog, and as no frosts occur in cloudy 
weather they cannot occur when an 
envelope of smoko hangs over the 
lands. 


Frosts do not ojcur when the winds 


are blowing, and smoke can be made to 
envelope the '.and only in calm and 
cool weather, exactly whan it is needed 
to protect from the rj-osts. 


From the above stated facts it wilfbo 


seen that tho best matei lal for the flres 
is that which will make the most smoke 
and such material should be gathered 
and kept dry and ready for an approach- 
ing frosts usually the best time to 
kindle the flres is about midnight. 


I have indicated about the time to 


expect the frosts. They may come a 
day or two earlier or later and it is al- 
ways advisable to watch the daily re- 
ports of the national weather bureau, 
which usually gives notice twelve to 
twenty-four hours in advance, of the 
approach of cold waves. 


The second disturbance of April will 


reach the Pacific coast about the 9th, 
cross the weat of the Kockies country 
by the close of the 10th, Great Central 
valleys llth to 13th, and the Eastern 
States the 14th.

by considerable rainfall and followed 
by another cold ware and frosts simi- 
lar to the first oold wave of the month.

This forecast will not fit all sec- 
tions, but is intended as a general 
average of tho whole country. 


The local weather conditions are ex- 


pecteQ to be about as follows; 


From the Qhio valleys nqrtU to Hud- 
on hay and wast to the Rockies the 
temaerature will average above, the 
bighest averages being north of the 
Illinois and Arkansas rivers and the 
lowest south of the Arkansas. 


East of the Mississippi and south Qf 


the Ohio the temperature will average 
below. 


The. North Atlantic States will aver- 


age above in temperature. 


Tho Pacific slope will average below i 


normal temperature, being mostly qe- 
low normal near the sea ocnist, 


A very considerable drouth will pre- 


vail in'April, principally in the last 
half of the month, in the Missouri and 
Ohio valleys and all the country north 
of them and in the North Atlantic 
States. 


[Q lh? I^ocfcy moantains and on the 


taoifio slope sufficient rains will fall; 
also in Northwest Texas and tho arid 
countries east of the Rockies.
